“SHORT” NOTES IN FAVOR. 


Issue of Certificates in Small De- 
nominations or Marketing of 
Panama Canal Bonds Are 
Among Suggestions. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—[S8pecial.]— 
The financial stringency and measures to re- 
lie ve it held the attention of the president 
and some of his advisers from 6 o'clock this 
evening until nearly midnight. 

Two conferences were held. The first began 
early in the evening, when Secretary Root, 
Secretary Cortelyou, and Postmaster General 
Meyer were closeted with the executive until 
nearly 9 o'clock. 

The second council was convened thirty 
minutes after the first ended. Mr. Cortelyou, 
Mr. Meyer, Secretary Garfield, and Frank B. 
Kellogg were at this meeting. When the 
callers left the White house, Mr. Cortelyou 
went over to the treasury department, where 
he remained for some time. 

He said the financial situation had been 
discussed, but refused to reveal what had 
transpired in the executive mansion, 


Seeks Issuance of Bonds. 

It is astzerted in quarters usually well in- 
formed that the president is determined to 
afford relief to the banks of the country by an 
issuance of bonds, either of the Panama 
canal commission or under thé emergency 
law passed just prior to the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war in 1898, when $50,000, - 
000 of short term bonds of small denomina- 
tions were issued. 

The putting out of short term 8 per cent 
certificates, redeemable after one year, in 
multiples of $50, to the total amount of $100,- 
000,000, is declared to find favor in the presi- 
dent’s mind. 

When Secretary Shaw was in charge of the 
treasury department he sold only 830. 000 000 
worth of canal bonds, although congress 
authorized a total issue of $135.000,000. 


Canal Expenses a Drain. 

Payment of the Panama canal expenses 
from the cash in the treasury has been a 
drain on the surplus and has, in a measure, 
restricted the ciréulation of national banks, 
as Panama canal bonds are now acceptable 
as deposits against banknotes. If the bonds 
had been sold they could have been used in 
the present flurry to increase the circulation 
of the banks of the country. 

In order now to ease thé strain on the money | 
centers it is believed canal bonds will be 
issued in such way and under such conditions 


of the country. ‘ 

This will put money in the treasury and en- 
able the government to allow the present 
deposits in national banks to remain undis- 
turbed. 

The same argument, it is urged, would ap- 
ply to short term certificates, but it is be- 
lieved in some circles that a resort to this 
plan might be misunderstood, as the admis- 
sion of a serious condition, when there is, in 
fact, no cause for alarm.

Says Children Should Be Prepared for 
the Realities of Life.

DR. CONWAY DIES IN PARIS: 


American Author Was Sojourning in 
France After Visit to Andrew 
Carnegie at Skibo Castle. 


PARIS, Nov. 16.—Dr. Moncure D. Conway, 
the distinguished American author, died here 
last night. The body of Dr. Conway, in 
accordance with the request of his relatives 
in America, will be cremated on Mondny at 
Pére Lachaise tery. Dr. Conway came 
here several weeks ago after a visit to An- 
drew Carnegie at Skibo castle. He had been 
alling for several days, and was found dead 
in bed last night. 


Dr. Conway had lived mostly abroad since 
the civil war. He wae a southerner, having 
been born in Stafford county, Va., in 1882, 
but became a 3 the anti-slavery agi- 
tation, and went to co n 1863 to plead 
for English sympathy with the union cause. 
He had been a Methodist preacher, but his 
views became extremely liberal, and he was 
named as minister of the South Place Ethical 
society. Dr. Conway was a noted figure in 
uterary London. He wrote a score of books, 
the principal volume, perhaps, being De- 
monology and Devil Lore.“ ranked as the 
most exhaustive treatise on the subject.

Mrs. Eckstein were seriously injured when 
a West Shore train caught the automobile 
in which five person were riding and wrecked 
it completely. 

The party had dined in one of the small 
towns along the road and had started home 
when the accident occurred. The crossing at 
which the automobile and engine collided 
is just below the small station at Harrington 
Park. Although there is an automatic elec- 
trie bell to warn passers by at the crossing, 
the chauffeur must have ignored the signal 
and stal ted to cross the tracks when the en- 
gine, trailing a caboose and going at a good 
rate of speed, bdre down upon the machine. 


Car Half Cut in Two by Blow. 
The chauffeur nearly succeeded in getting 
the automobile out of danger, but the pilot 
of the engine caught the tonneau just above 
the rear wheels and out the machine to the 
middle. The wreck of the car was-carried 


forty feet on the pilot, then thrown to one 
Eckstein, who had been caught in the 
splintered. body of the machine and carried 
along with it, was killed instantly. His body 
was found lying near the wrecked ear. 

Steckler, his wife, Mrs. Eckstein, and the 
chauffeur were hurled from their seats by 
the blow from the engine. The chauffeur is 
least seriously injured of the three.

GRAIN EMBARGO AT END. 


Action of Eastern and Southern 
Railroads May Draw More 
Gold to America. 


* * 


The question of what is the basis for fixing’ 
a freight rate over which shippers have 
pondered for years, proved too deep for W. 8. 
Weed, general freight agent for the Indiana 
Harbor Belt Line road, in testifying yester- 
jay, before the state. board of railroad and 
varehouse commissioners; .... 1 

When Attorney Levy Mayer, representing 
he shippers, who seek to have the three mile 
switching limit extended, first asked the 
question Mr. Weed promptly, replied compe- 
tition. was the prime factor. The lawyer then 
referred to the latest tariff of the road, show- 
ing a higher rate for a shorter haul with com- 
petition than for the longer haul with condi- 
tions reversed. This proved a. stumbling 
block which the railroad man could not sur- 
mount. 

The only other witness was George Han- 
neaur, general superintendent: of the same 
‘oad, who testified as to switching ditions 
In the Indiana Harbor. -The-commission ad- 
journed the hearing until next Wednesday. 

The contention of the shippers is that while 
a three mile switching district might. be 
ample for a small city it is wholly inadequate 

‘for the needs of Chieago: They contend the 
charges are extortionate. 


Must Give Shippers Notice. 


The interstate commeree commission has 
issued an order of interest to western ship- 
pers. Rates to the east through Chicago 
or other lake ports are generally computed 
on the basis of all rail or rail and water. 
Some roads formerly have. taken rail and 

water consignments late in the season, and, 
falling to reach a lake port before the close 
of navigation, sent them on as all rail freight 
ahd collected the excess. The commission 
now holds that the rail and water rates may 
be suspended during ‘the winter, but due 
notice must be sent to the shippers, and if 
consignments of that character are accepted 
but fall to reach a port in time to be for- 
warded by water, they must be sent on by 
rail and the initial carrier bear the excess 
charges, The roads, however, may accept 
freight before the opening of navigation and 
concentrate it at the ports until the rates be- 
come effective. 


Grain Embargo Raised. 


The embargo on export grain, placed in 
effect by the eastern lines at Buffalo and 
by the southern lines at various points from 
St. Louis and Kensas City south, has been 
raised. This, it is thought, will aid in bring- 
ing about the legitimate importation of gold. 
It has been agreed to ship 1,000,000 bushels 
of grain per day from Buffalo to New York 
until the close of navigation. Similar, meas- 
ures will be taken by the gulf port roads. 

An effort is to be made by the St. Paul- 
Chicago roads to divert the fall passenger 
businese of-northwestern Canada to Mon- 
treal and Quebec over their lines. This an- 
nual movement is said to be from 40,000 to 
50.000 people who have homesteade in the 
northwest, but return to the east for Christ- 
mas. A rate of $40 for the round trip has 
been announced.

FEELING THE PINCH THERE. 
Results Feared Unless the Westward 
Flow of Gold is Stopped. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Interest in the Ameri- 
can financial crisis is increasing instead of 
G@iminishing in. London and throughout 
Europe. Never before has it been sy keenly 

how completely bound together in 
one integral whole is the financial weal or 
woe of the entire world. 

It is admitted at last by the high en- 
servative financial authorities that the Bank 
of England no longer controle the gold mar- 
ket of the world, and it was a matter of 
some surprise ap well as relief that the 
bank rate was not raised to 8 on Thursday, 
for ft is understood that the bank auwthori- 
ties had prepared to go as high as 10 if 
necessary to avert a further serious drain 
of the gold reserve. 

The gemeral, business of England already 
is beginning to feel, though in a leser 
Gegree than in America, the effect of the 
abnormally high rate of interest. It is the 
general banking custom throughout the coun- 
try to charge & to 1 per cent as the official 
rate for loans. This means that in the pres- 
ent cage the banks’ customers find the rate 
almost prohibitive, and they prefer to curtail 
operations to paying it. 

Economist Gives Its Solution. 

A gradual shrinkage of trade began to man- 
ifest iteelf some weeks ago, and this now is 
accentuated. The Economist, which perhaps 
ia the best public authority on financial af- 
faire. eays today: - 

‘ Unless a quite unexpected wave of return- 
ing confidence sweeps over the United States 
and induces the distrustful public to rede- 
posit in the banks and trust companies, the 
large banke will have to go on importing 
gold at whatever coat it entails, and there 
will pe no relaxation in the drain upon Europe 
until the government of America consents to 
substitute for the vast ruing of credit a huge 
issue of paper currency. 

„As the industrial and commercial! distrees 
becomes more acute, the probability of such 
an issue rapidly increases, and although we 
cannot count upon this as a certainty it will 
be the last resort, and when the moment ar- 
rives we should expect to see a great return 
flow of gold to Durope, and money, after ris- 
ing here to extreme scarcity, might then be- 
come a drug in the market, especially if a 
severe check had been in the meantime ad- 
ministered to trade. 

Scores City of New York. 

The Bceonomist is severe on New York's 
municipal credit. It says: 

„Perhaps the most disgraceful episode so 
far has been the refusal of the New York 
agents to pay in gold for the New York City 
revenue bonds, geome of which are now falling 
due, though these bonds were engraved as 
‘payable in gold.“ They are now being re- 
deemed in depreciated paper currency of the 
clearing house certificates on the plea that 
this current tender is de factor legal tender. 
Thia transaction is more worthy of Rosario 
than of the commercial capital of the richest 
nation in the world. We feel sorry for. the 
creditors of New York, but more sorry for 
its utation.” | :

Marriage of Charles of Bourbon 
and Louise of France. 


GUESTS LODGED IN LOFTS. 


American Ambassadors to France and 
England Among the Guests.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—A glimpse of the man- 
ners and customs of the old French court 
was presented today at Wood Norton, when 
Prince Charles of Bourbon was married to 
Princess Louise of France with ceremonies 
the picturesqueness and stately magnifi- 
cence of which hardly could have been ex- 
ceeded were the duke of Orleans, the owner 


‘of Wood Norton and the bride's brother, the 


occupant of the throne of France instead of 
@ pretender. About forty members of royal 
families, near relatives of the bride or bride- 
groom, were present. Among the 800 to 400 
other gueste were diplomatists representing 
most of the nations of the world, including 
American ambassador to the court of St. 
James, Whitelaw Reid, and Mrs. Reid, and 
the American ambassador to France, Henry 
White, and Mrs. White, and a host of nobles, 
gathered from all the courts of Hurope. 

The civil marriage was performed by the 
registrar in St. Mary’s Roman Catholic 
church at Evesham, a small, corrugated tron 
building, at 8:30 o’clock this morning. Half 
a dozen members of royal families, including 
the king of Spain, the duke of Orleans, and 
other necessary Witnesses, togethér with 
Small suites, were the only spectators at this 
early ceremony. 

King of Spain Present. 

The religious function was carried out at 
moon in an artistic temporary chapel speciai- 
ly erected for the occasion, the Roman Cath- 
olic bishop of Birmingham officiating. Short- 
ly before the hour the bride entered the 
crowded chapel leaning on the arm of her 
brother, the duke of Orleans, and heading a 
procession in which the king of Spain, the 
queen of Spain, the queen of Portugal, and 
other members of royal families took part. 
The bride and bridegroom took up a position 
beneath a canopy of royal blue velvet embla- 
zoned with fleur de lis and surmounted by a 
crown, all wrought in gold thread. In ac- 
cordance with the French custom, there were 
no bridemaids. 

The elaborate ceremonial was con®luded 
with the celebration of mass, and then came 
the old time ceremony of kissing the hand of 
the bride. The princess waited while the 
guests filed past. bowing and kissing her hand. 

Wedding Presents Worth Millions. 

The wedding breakfast was served in two 
sections, the members of the royal families 
and relatives of the bride and bridegroom 
bDreakfasting in the banqueting room, while 
the rest of the guests gathered in the far 
famed museum situated in the grounds of 
Wood Norton. 

The wedding presents came from all parts 
of the world and mainly consisted of jewels. 
They represented, according ta estimate, be- 
tween $2,500,000 and $5,000,000 in value, and 
a large number of, detectives have been on 
duty night and day for some time past in 
order to protect the collection.

Nathan Straus Extends Charity 
Scheme to England.“ 


OFFER TO BRITISH EXPERT. 


Wants Dr. G. Moore to Devote Entire 
Time to Sterilized Milk Plants. 


(BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Nathan Straus, whose 
sterilized milk depots in New York and other 
American cities saved the lives of thousands 
of infants, has entered, upon a strenuous lite 
Saving campaign in England. Probably no 
more ambitious scheme of real charity ever 
has been undertaken in this country by one 
individual. 

Mr. Straus in order to carry out his plans 
here made a tempting offer for the exclusive 
services of Dr. G. Moore, who now js med- 
ical officer at Huddersfield, one of the great 
manufacturing towns in North England. Mr. 
Straus wants the doctor to resign his official 
post and devote his entire time an energies to 
the installing of milk sterilizing plants in 
the English municipalities which will under- 
take the cost of maintaining them. 

Dr. Moore said he practically had decided 
to accept Mr. Straus’ proposition. What 
ealary he will receive has not been disclosed, 
but it is understood Mr. Straus offered to pay 
him twice as much as he at present is earn- 
ing in various ways—that is to say, twice 
$8,500 a year. 


Ready to Give Twenty-five Plants. 


As a beginning Dr. Moore says Mr. Straus 
is prepared to givd away twenty-five plants 
each of which will cost about $1,000, and in- 
tends to keep on giving as long as there shall 
be any demand for the plants. Liverpool 
already has accepted and Installed one plant. 
The city of Belfast may accept oné, although 
for the moment it is unable to do so because 
it is without funds for its maintenance. Mr. 
Straus recently offered a plant to the city of 
Dublin through his friend, Richard Croker, 
but the offer was made an excuse for a 
political quarrel in the council, which re- 
sulted in the gift being declined. Offers of 
plants have been made to severai English 
cities within a short time, and at least half 
a dozen acceptances are expected withim a 
few days. Sterilizing plants have been pre- 
sented to Brussels, Mannheim, and Heidel- 
berg, where Mr. Straus’ headquarters for 
the distribution of plants are located. 

It is believed Mr. Straus could not have 
selected a better man than Dr. Moore to 
carry on‘his beneficent work, for there prob- 
ably is no man in England who has done more 
for the preservation of the infant life of the 
country than he. He has been medical of- 
ficer at Huddersfield six years, and before 
that for eight years was assistant medica] 
officer of Liverpool. He is the author of 
what is known as the Huddersfield experi- 
ment.“ a thing which passed into the law of 
England. a 


Dr. Moore Interested. 


„ long have been interested in the preser- 
vation of infant life,“ said Dr. Moore to me. 
But it seemed clear we could do nothing 
for infants of whose existence we knew 
nothing. Last year, supported by the mayor 
of Huddersfield, I managed to secure the 
passage by parliament of an act compelling 
notification to the medical officer of the 
health of all births in Huddersfield within 
forty-eight hours from the time of their 
taking place. A staff of women visitors was 
appointed, and immediately on receipt of the 
notification of birth a visitor called upon the 
mother and offered her services, being pre- 
pared to take care of the baby and adv se the 
mother with respect to its feeding. In every 
case the effort has been to assist the mother 
to feed her child naturally, 

“The result of our experiment has been 
satisfactory. While the mortality of infants 
in Huddersfield for certain months of 1906 
was 188 per 1,000, in the corresponding period 
this year it has been only 85. 

„Indeed, our experiment has brought us 
such good results that parliament in ite last 
session extended our act so it became per- 
missible for any district to adopt it. The local 
government board is authorized to apply the 
act to any district. The act also is changed so 
as to make the perfod thirty-six hours in- 
stead of forty-eight.”

WILL FIGHT FOR CITIZENSHIP 


German-Americans Living in Old 
Country Resist New Law.

BERLIN, Nov. 16.—Paul Mausolf, a promi- 
nent and wealthy German-American resident 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, is preparing to 
test the constitutionality of the citizenship 
law passed by the American congress last 
March which deprives naturalized persons 
of their American citizenship if they take up 
permanent abode in the land of their birth. 

Will Go to Supreme Court. 


Mausolf, whose case ts typical of many 
thousands of German-Americans now living 
in the fatherland, purposes carrying his ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme court for 
a decision as to whether a man upon whom 
the full rights of the native born have been 
duly conferred can ever be deprived of them 
by an act of congress. 

He has just been officially informed that 
he is no longer regarded as an American 
citizen because he is unable to signify his 
purpose of returning to America for domi- 
cillary purposes. Scores of others, with 
identically the same grievance, men whose 
domestic and busémess arrangements make it 
impracticable for them to take up their resi- 
dence im the United States are ready to join 
Mausolf in his fight. They are confident 
the new law which converts them into men 
without a country can successfully be at- 


tackes. 
Sons in Danger, Too. 

Tune plight of these outcasts is particulariy 
complicated because Af the United States 
cancels their citizenship their children will 
be regarded as subjects of the kaiser and 
their sons will be dragooned into the army. 
A large number of affected persons are men 
who fought on the union side during the civil 
war, and are still being paid pensions by the 
United States government.

The general money situation continues 
close.

And Tom Jones” expurgat- 
ed is a little more like every other romantic 
operetta than would seem possible. Squire 
Western becomes the traditional oholeric 
blusterer of operaland, and his daughter, in 
the pretty and really delightful person of 
Louise Gunning, is the conventional young 
woman of trills and tremolos, instead of flesh 
and blood.

ray,“ and when he submitted it to his int! 
mate friend; Hare, the timid actor, although 
admiring it greatly, dared not put it on the 
stage. The more courageous George Alex- 
ander decided to make the venture. Pinero's 
choice of an actress for the heroine was Eliz 
abeth Robins, an American woman who had 
just introduced Ibsen plays in London. Miss 
Robins read the play and balked at the sins 
of Mrs. Tanqueray. Hare, still interested 
in the venture, now Alexander’s, had seen 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell perform at a pro- 
vincial theater and he took Pinero to judge 
of her suitability. It was in that way she 
got a start in London.

In writing The Coming of Mrs. Patrick,” 


the author may have wabbled and shifted. 


between two ways to concludeit. The physi- 
cian is a chump in affaires of love, and doesn’t 
know that Mre. Patrick is the woman of his

I have dropped into writing about Miss 
Crothers’ play as though all my readers 
were students in stagecraft and I a teacher. 
Bo let me add a paragraph to tell embryo 
playwrights of a scene in The Coming of 
Mrs. Patrick of a kind which, in dramatic 
originality, is such as big plays are made of. 
The Lawton family and some guests are at 
a chafing Gish supper, in the absence of 
servants, and it is a meal of real food, really 
cooked within sight and scent. And while 
the several jolly cooks sérve the viands to 
the railing eaters, during th realism of 
activity lasting several minutes the company 
chatters volubly, but says little that is under- 
standable by the audience, and nothing at all 
that has anything whatever to do with the 
play’s story. It is a study in stage natu- 
ralism. / 

And the third act climax, which it leads 
to, is masterly. Billy Lawton, the dissolute 
but worth saving son of the family, has 
fooled with a vicious girl, and has needlesaly 
offered to marry her. A telegram from her 
summons him to keep his tryst for wedlock 
at midnight. He has drunk himeelf tipsy 
during the supper and at the dispersal of the 
party ia in a reckless mood to marry the 
siren. 

Mre. Patrick detains him until ali the others 
are gone. Then, failing to convince him of his 
folly, and as a last resource to save him from 
it. she sets out to bewitch him herself, and 
thus at least put off the disaster. Already 
he is boyishly fond of her; now she lures 
him in ways repugnant to her honest nature, 
mixes tremendously potential cocktails for 
him, gets him so drunk that he avows a pas- 
sion for her, and, in desperation to keep him 
at home, says yes to his plea that she will 
take the other’s place as his sweetheart. 
Finally he fall» helplessly drunk in her arms, 
the family enters, and the curtain goes down 
on her temporary disgrace as a sordid ad- 
venturess. Theatric? Yes. But you may 
wear your thinking cap a long while and re- 
move it to scratch all the hair off your head 
without inventing so ingenious a situation.

Last year, on the opening night of The 
Three of Us,“ there came on the stage, in 
response to enthusiastic calls for the author, 
@ young woman in neat but plain clothes. 
She had been a teacher in a dramatic school, 
a writer of rejected plays, and a hard earner 
of all the money that came to her. But The 
Three of Us was a right clever drama. 
breezily western, wholesomely human, and 
a brave variant from conventionality. It 
may have turned in $20,000 to her within the 
year, with as much more coming.

Miss Crothers 
wrote into The Three of Us a girl who 
broke her heart, and all but endangered her 
soul, for a motherly sort of devotion to her 
two orphaned boy brothers The motive for 
her self-sacrifice, observe, was sound and 
sand as well as.loveiy. It was sensible in 
Miss Crothers to seek safety in a repetition 
of that dear martyr to duty. And where 
could she find a likelier exponent of abnega- 
tion than in a trained nurse? So she sends 
Mrs. Patrick to nurse the mother of the 
Lawton family, to cheer up the dispirited 
father, to change one daughter from co- 
quetry to honesty, and another from cranki-

is constant complaint of the failure of 
justice in criminal cases. Reforms have been 
attempted, but, for the most part, they have 
been of a minor nature and have ‘given but 
little relief. Changes in the constitution are 
difficult to make, but if deemed advisable that 
they should be made the sooner the steps are 
taken the better. There is one proposition 
that would require a change in the constitu- 
tion, although on strict analysis it might 
seem that ap interpretation of the constitu- 
tion should euffice; that i&, that no one shall 
be placed twice in jeopardy for the same of- 
tense. As interpreted thus far, this provis-

often these repeated prosecutions grew out of political differences,

~* ented for the same offense. It does not seem that it was intended to 
- @pable the accused to obtain, by improper means, a favorable verdict 
don the first trial, and thereafter to be freed from further prosecution. 
A well recognized maxim in the law is that no one shall profit by his 
“own wrong, but still we have here an instance where the accused may 

8 x Yommit the grossest wrong, his lawyers may use the most unfair means 
dt the trial, indeed, to such an extent as to draw upon themselves 


punishment for contempt of court, and, nevertheless, if thereby they 
manage to convince the jury and obtain a verdict of “not guilty,” the 


- prosecution is helpless, and no means is recognized whereby the court 


can set aside such a verdict and order the case tried again. 

It would seem the part of prudence to shape the constitution and 
the laws, even the construction if it can be; in such a manner that the 
accused shall not profit by his own wrong, nor by the wrong of his 
representatives, and that a verdict in his favor obtained by illegal 
means should be as readily displaced as he in turn may have a verdict 


displaced, which, by, error or otherwise, was improperly obtained. 


There is another rule that no one shall be compelled to incrim- 
inate himself—that is, to give testimony against himself, which, also, 
originally was a protection against tyranny, inasmuch as the vietime 
were subjected to torture until they would give testimony. Of course 
in modern times no such thing as such torture is known, and we readily 
might dispense with such provisions, leaving to the caMm and fair 
judgment of our courts the extent to which an accused may be in- 
terrogated. Here again the fallacy of the present situation is recog- 
nized, and we have statutes whereby the accused has the right tostes- 
tify, but should not be compelled so to do. : 

The ostrich is said to stick his head into the sand, and then harbor 
the belief that no one can see him. This provision of the law has a 
similar effect, inasmuch as, with few exceptions, the jurors trying 
cases are present in the courtroom and observe that in some cases the 
defendants testify and in others they do not. From this they clearly 
learn the defendant has the right to testify if he cares to do so, and, 
consequently, when sitting in the next case in which the defendant 
does not testify the jury knows as well as if so told by the court or 
counsel ‘that he did have the right to testify and failed to do so, and 
they will draw the same inference from his silence as above sug- 
gested. Under this anomalous construction it would seem the part 


of wisdom to brush all this rubbish aside and subject the defendant — 


in criminal cases, as he is now in civil cases, to the obligation of 


testifying should he be called upon by the prosecution so to do. 


Many cases are known in the courts where, although guilt is most 

apparent, conviction fails by reason of the absence of witnesses upon 
some, perhaps, minor point in the.case. Commercial frauds especially, 
and all sorts of financial confidence concerns, wildcat insurance, fraud- 
ulent banks and guaranty companies, are aided by the present condi- 
tion of the law. Our country is so great, and state lines so numerous, 
that offenses of this kind flourish by reason 
of the extreme difficulty and expense of bring- 
ing witnesses from a distance. In many of these 
and similar cases a few well directed questions 
to the accused would suffice to establish the. of- 
fense beyom!l the shadow of a doubt. Fortunately, 
even under our present system much valuable in- 
formation is obtained from the commendable po- 
lice method commonly called the “ sweat box.” 
No innocent person ever has been injured there- 
by, while often it has afforded the only means of 
conviction in most heinows cases. The interroga- 
tion of the accused at all stages, even at the 
trial itself, should be allowed, as it now is with 
much efliciency in continental Europe.

Life a Struggle for Ideals. 


RT and science both reveal the secrets of 
nature, but they adopt different methods. 
While science inquires into the various prov- 
inces of nature under the guidance of induc- 
tion and deduction, art intuitively grasping the 
idea of the whole and representing nature in 
single examples gives a clew to the enigma 
of the world. 

Every object of art is a microcosm—a 
little world in itself—which means it forms 
an orderly arranged unity. Unity is the first 
and principal rule of art, which by all variety 
should never be neglected in any artistic 
production. The rule of unity teaches us that 
there is law and order in the microcosm of an 

artistic representation, and at the same time suggests that the same 
order can be found in the microcosm. In the creations of his. imagina- 
tion the artist explains the problem of the world. With this in mind 
the Romans called a poet seer or prophet. The poet is a priest 
of humanity. And truly of every real artist or poet one must aver, as 
Goethe makes Wilhelm Meister say about Shakspeare, It is as tho’ he 
revealed all the secrets of life, and yet one cannot say this or that 
passage contains the solution of the riddle.” 

Poetry is generally considered as the highest art, if a gradation of 
the arts is admissible at all. The drama is again considered as the 
highest kind of poetry, and among dramas the tragedy takes prece- 
dence as the profoundest, the most: dignified, and most philosophic 
representation of human life. Not every tragical drama is a tragedy. 
A tragical drama may represent the disastrous consequences of vice or 
folly only; a tragedy reveals the law of evolution, which leads through 
toil and sacrifice to the victory of a lofty idea. From the time of 
Aristotle the tragedy has been considered the highest kind of art. 

There is a law of life and of the evolution of life; and we cannot 
understand one phase of life without taking into consideration the law

{n the phase of optimism man enjoys life and accepts it as a boon 
which has value in itself. But when a man encounters worldly evils 
a crisis arises in his psychical development; the catastrophe of pessi- 
mism destroys the optimistic delusions of early years. It is only with 
heartrending struggles that man regains the lost balance of his aspira- 
tions in establishing a purified, higher view of life which we call 
meliorism. 

Meliorism is taught by the martyrs of truth, who suffer at the 
stake, and the heroes of progress, who die on the field of battle; 
they have lived a life that was well worth living. Life is valuable 
because it is an occasion to work and to struggle, to advance, and te 
progress. 

The phase of meliorism recognizes that the purpose of life lies be- 
yond the narrow sphere of the ego; the value of life lies in our ideals, 
which will live after us, which, indeed, are worth living and striving for. 

The doctrine of meliorism sheds a new light on tragedy, and 
explains most clearly the complete sense of the 
Greek term, meaning the purification of the 
hero, which Aristotle teaches us to be the pur- 
pose of a tragedy. The audience should be led 
through the same ordeal of purification. The 
/hero no longer lives for himself; he lives for his 
ideals. His ideals live in him, and his life ‘s 
subservient to his ideals. 

Man’s life is a constant struggle for prog- 
ress, a strife for the ideal, and an advance to 
loftier heights in the infinite path of great pos- 
sibilities. This idea is the keynote which 
vibrates through the highest works of art, and 
which thrills through the universe as the law

Harry B. Smith, who since the time many 


years ago when he wrote the libretto of 
„Robin Hood has written many success- 
ful musical comedies, has asked lately. Is 
it possible to write a great modern play?” 
and he has answered his own question in 
the negative. He says that the fact that in 
great crises men and womenare silent rather 
than talkative i a strong reason that actors 
who have to talk to be effective cannot really 
represent men and women during those mo- 
ments which are so dramatic in their nature 
that they are fit for the crises of the play. 

Somebody else has called attention to the 
fact that in six of the successes of this sea- 
son (or rather in six of the plays which are 
called successes by their managers, although 
the public has not yet indorsed this decree 
in every case) firearms figure. Harry B. 
Smith says that the great affairs of the world 
today are not settled by firearms, and that 
for a dramatist to write a play in which they 
are so settled is for that dramatist to write 
an untrue play.

It was Henry James who said that the real 
crises in life out of which drama ought to be 
made are crises of the sou! not to be reckoned 
with the snapping of pistols. Yet thereis no 
play of the year which is drawing larger 
houses than The Roundup.“ in which the 
snepping of pistols and of Winchester rifies 
is almost continuous.

A fight with swords always makes a good 
impression on the stage. Of this brand of 
combat it seems to be impossible to get too 
much. In “A Gentleman of France. Which 
as a drama was pretty poor stuff, Kyrie 
Bellew used to rouse the audiences with a 
fight on the staircase in which he engaged a 
small army of swordsmen. * 

When Richard Mansfield used to come on 
the stage in Cyrano de Bergerac and an- 
nounce that he had with his good sword just 
put to flight or sent to their last homes some 
hundred opponents, his bearing was so war- 
Hike that the audiences believed him. 

The best counterfeit fighter was Joseph 
Jefferson, whose Bob Acres in The Rivals ” 
has never been surpassed. He and W. J. 
Florence, who was his best Sir Lucius 
O’Trigger, made many changes in their big 
scene before they became satisfied with it. 
Mr. Jefferson used to laugh when people 
talked of “ butchering a classic, which was 
a way they had of describing changes which 
actors made in plays. Mr. Jefferson said 
that he had taken many liberties with the 
work of Richard Brinsley’ Sheridan and that 
this was. no more than Sheridan had done 
himself. This last statement was true. 
When Sheridan was one of the directors of 
the Drury Lane theater he used the scissors 
relentlessly, and many a fair classic was by 
him shorn of much of its beauty. 

A play in which there absolutely is no 
show of fisticuffs or sword play or gun play 
seems somehow to fail to take hold of the 
ordinary audience with the grip that those 
plays which have plenty of that sort of action 
succeed in getting. This may be a sign of 
bad taste on the part of the audiences, but it 
nevertheless is true.

Under a giowing sun, surrounded by a 
wonderful crowd of 85,000 epectators, upon 
a perfect playing gurface, Yale and Princeton 
put up what is pronounced one of the great- 
eat intercollegiate games in football history. 
When the first half ended thousands who 
went to Yale field expecting to see the plucky 
Tigers easily overwhelmed hardly could real- 
ize the boasted Yale champions had been 
outplayed at every point, for the score stood 
10 to O against them. 


Magnificent Football be Princeton. 


That Princeton had played magnificent foot- 
ball, far better than anything the Tigers had 
shown before this season, was admitted by 
all. The failure of Yale's warriors to show 
their usual skill and prowess was a something 
nobody who had studied the two teams could 
understand. Princeton's attack in the first 
half was a brilliant performance. It was so 
well conceived the Yale players were com- 
pletely mystified.

OMAN’S. invasion of the occupations 
in this country scores more heavily’ - 


in the “loop distriet of Chicago 


than in any other congested city 
center on the continent. 

Of the 175, 000 workers who flood the down- 
town district of the city each morn, six days 
in the week, 80,000 of these workers are 
women. forty-five per cent of these work- 
ers are women. In this center of commer- 
cilalism, which houses only a minute fraction 
of the manufacturing craftsmen of a manu- 
facturing city, almost every other person 
encountered in the downtown place of busi- 
ness is a woman. 


Crowding into street cars and railroad cars 


in the morning between 7 and 9 o’clock on 


the way to his office, the man who works 
downtown is crowded by women. Coming 


Bo he knew nothing of down in the elevators of his office building 


for luncheon and for a breath of air in the 
streets, he is elbowed by women. Hurrying 
home again between the hours of 5 and 7 
o'clock, women crowd him again. Every- 
where he turns he finds the woman worker as 
intent upon getting there as he is, yet 
slower and occupying more room!

Eighty Thousand Women at Work. 


Nowhere else in the world is there a district 
of less than a square mile so peopled with 
women in such enormous proportion to the 
men who find their occupations and liveli- 
hood in the same territory. Within this ter- 
ritory there is scarcely a profession, trade, 
or calling to which men are devoted which 
has not its woman representative. They 
are owners, employers, managers, assist- 
ants—from the whole thing down to the smail 
girl who answers to the call of “ Cash!” 
Moreover, they must come down to work in 
the morning and they must get home at 
night—80,000 of them, as compared to the 
95.000 men who must do the same thing. 

This flooding and ebbing of human tides 
in the loop district morning and evening is 
one of the most striking of all Chicago's 
manifestations of its titanic forces. 

This little downtown section of the city 
for twelve hours of the twenty-four is one 
of the quietest centers of metropolitan civii- 
ization on the continent. Sa ve for the thea- 
tergoers at 8 o'clock and again at 11 o’clock, 
the downtown district in winter is a deserted 
waste of streets and towering buildings when 
the last rush cag and train clears the 
loop center for the residence portidns of city 
and suburbs. But in the beginning of the 6 
o’clock eyening rush, and for almost two 
hours afterward, the downtown crowds 
hardly are to be gauged by the sidewalk 
space.

One hundred and seventy-five thousand 
people clearing for home in the 120 minutes 
of the rush hours!"

stores in the loop. From these stores, too, 
they come overwhelmingly in petticoats.

In these department stores are 26,000 wom- 
en salesmen, as against the 15,000 men sales- 
men. In some departments in these stores 
women do not figure—as in furniture, sport-

ities, if even they have place at all. Stopping 
for a moment at the exit doors of the de- 
partment store a little after 5:30 o’clock in 
the evening, the preponderance of women in 
the crowds struggling through the doorways 
impresses itself upon the most oomplacen 
of the masculine type.

History of Commerce (Longman’s). This 
1,000 per cent increase, as Prof. Day pointe 
out, is all the more remarkable because the 
figures embrace the whole world, the back- 
ward as well ae the progressive countries, 
and therefore the growth of commerce in the 
coal using countries must have been enor- 
mous to raise the totals to the point at which 


we find them.

Single Ton a Mighty Force. 

While commerce increased more than 1,000 
per cent, the production of coal increased 
from 11,000,000 tons in 1800 to 610,000,000 tons 
in 1898. And each ton of coal, in a modern 
engine of the most efficient type, will generate 
1,000 horse power units of energy for an hour 
—will do the work of a multitude of men. 
Think of the energy released in the burning 
of 600,000,000 tons of coal! 

Men always have traded with one another, 
exchanging their flocks and herds, the fruit 
of field and vineyard, and the labor of their 
hands and brains. But it is only since power 
driven machinery came into general use that 
the commerce of the world has been worthy 
of the name.. The nineteenth century has 
been the great era of material achievement 
and technical progress. The world is passing 
through a commercial revelation. 

There need be no question, says Prof. Day, 
as to which feature of technical progress 
holds first place. Electrical appliances, ma- 
chinéry, the steam'engine, applied chemistry 
—all these things, with the vast benefits 
which they confer on humanity, rest now on 
practically ore basis: coal. Vegetable mat- 
ter of past geological ages, that has become 
fossilized, has undergone mysterious chem- 
ical changes, and has shrunk to one-tenth of 
its former bulk, now, after hundreds or thou- 
sands of centuries, furnishes the means by 
which we maintain and develop our material 
civilization and our great commerce.

Coal Gives All Men Power. 

“Coal offers what all men seek, power. 
There is ‘spring’ enough in it when prop- 
erly applied to raise a million times its own 
weight a foot high,” Prof. Day says thata 
man who sends a horse and cart for a load 
et coal weighing a ton secures a power in 
the coal theoretically 2,800 times the power 
expended in carting it. ; 

Forty years ago, when the output of coal 
was much less than it is now, an English 


economist figured that a forest two and 4 


half times the size of the entire kingdom 
would have to be denuded yearly to furnish 
even a equivalent of the annual 


coal product. Somewhat later it was caldu- | 


lated that if the whole country was fertile 
and all the land was devoted to raisin 
provender for horses it would not support a 
horse power equal to that obtained from 
the coal mines.

pit contain more energy than all the vast 
prairies of the state can produce.

Uses of Coal Varied. 


Prof. Day says it would be a great mistake 
to consider coal necessary now only in its 
most common application, that of generating 
steam for engines.

The production 
of pig iron increased in a hundred years from 
less than half a million tons to more than 
87,000,000 tons. It takes two tons of coal to 
make a ton of pig iron, while an equal quan- 
tity of steel requires six to eight tons of coal.

steam engine, according to Prof. Day, for 
practical purposes is equal to the force that 
can be obtained from perhaps three horses or 
from ten to twenty-four men. The steam 
horse power of the world was a million and a 
half in 1840, and had increased to fifty times 
that amount by the end of the century. 

Prof. Day does a simple sum in arithmetis to 
show how effective steam is in comparison 
with the muscles of men. He takes Germany 
for example and says:

Coal Raised Man's Wages. 
“ We find engaged in industry and transpor- 
tation slightly over 10,000,000 people, while 


we find engaged beside them another popula- 
tion of mechanical! fron slaves—steam engines 
~—variously estimated as equivalent to 100,- 
000,000 to 250,000,000 people. These slaves 
cost for food (coal), attendanee, doctors’ bills 
(repairs), and burial expenses (including the 


cost of replacing them once in twenty-five 
Tears) only about $2.50 a year apiece. Admit 


some exaggeration in the figures, and still 
the contrast with the cost of human labor ‘s 


most striking.” 


This remarkable increase in the commerce 
and the effectiveness of the modern world 
means more than interesting statistics in ref- 
erence to horse power engines. It means an 


- Increase in dollars, in wages, in comforts. 


Man has harnessed the steam to perform his 
tasks, but man himself gets the rewards. The 


day’s®work has been reduced from twelve or 


a seven or eight hours, the day's 
pay has been more than doubied.

Ne More Expected from Coal. 
The real age of steam began about 1850. 
That was when the compound engine became 


a practical thing, although the steam engine 


had been known in Europe a hundred and 
fifty years earlier. It was James Watt who 
introduced the improvements which after- 
ward greatly improved the efficiency of the 
engine—separate condenser, double acting 
piston, use of cut-off, etc. The earliest en- 
gines were used in mines simply for pump- 


ing water. 
manufacture and afterward to transporta- 
tion was siow. 

Prof. Day says that practical engineers 
expect now no rapid progress or startling 
changes in the production of power from 
‘ooa]. - Some measure of the progress 
achieved is furnished by the fact that Watt's 
engines required ten pounds of coal an hour 
for each horse power, while the best modern 
engines require but one and a half, or even 
one. 

It is amazing to think that a pound of coal, 
costing perhaps one-fifth cent, can do the 
work of three horées or a dozen men for an 
hour! 

Or that $2.50 spent in an engine will do the 
work of a man for an entire year! 


Engineer a F atalist with Life in His Hand Every Minute. 


HY should the locomotive engineer 
be a fatalist? 

„ I have been asked the question 
time and again. There is only the 
one answer for the question. That 

is for the reason that everything in the life 
of the engineer points to the necessity for 
philosophy if the engineer is to pursue his 
line of work with a steady band and nerve. 
Ordinarily when the layman stands beside 
a great stationary st engine working un- 
der heavy pressure he is startled at its power. 
In the hot, close atmosphere of the machin- 
ery room, filled with sliding pistons, great 
fiywheels and rumbling shafts whirling and 
flying overhead, he begins to appreciate the 
latent power that is encompassed within its 
mechanism. If he will stop to consider that 
the locomotive engine is mounted to travel 
at fifty, sixty, or seventy miles an hour, 
while at the same time operating under/a 
steam pressure of 220 to 240 pounds 
to every square inch of boiler sur- 
face, he may get some idea of the position 
of the engine driver who holds the throttle. 
Laymafp that hee is, he feel his insignifi- 
cance as compared to the giant boiler which is 
anchored fast to its foundations of stone, 
steel, and cement far below the surface. If

the design of that boiler were to travel a 
mile a minute while he was looking on his 
sense of its power and insecurity would be 
greatly exaggerated. }

Menaced by a Hundred Dangers. 

Anything that might interfere with the 
physical flight of this great boiler through 
space lo at once a double menace to the 
engineer. He is responsible for everything 
in the operation of this huge boiler, whfle in 
its working mes whole foundation changes 
with every fraction of a second marked off by 
his watch. Not the best stretch of track on 
his division is proved and safe. An open 
switch, a flaw in a rail, a careless telegraph 
operator, a sudden washout of bridge or 
culvert—any one of these things may send 
the engine driver into eternity without a 
moment's warning. 

It may be that his engine is of a type having 
a driving rod plunging up and down and for- 
ward and back squarely under the seat which 
he must occupy in holding the throttle, hour 
after hour. The snapping of a crank pin on 
a great driver may send the flying steel bar

rashing up through the engineer’s seat and 
mean death in an instant. 

Or, fying at a mile a minute and having 
to take for granted a great deal concerning 
the condition of the water in his boiler, the 
menace of the superheated steam itself may 
be something which he can only take for 
granted, while he trusts blindly to his 
ae luck.“ 

Feeding water into the locomotive boiler 
through automatic injedtors while holding to 
a fast schedule leaves the engineer dependent 
upon their workings. They may work or 
they may fail. 

Low water in a boiler is one of the greatest 
dangers that confront the engineer and if 
the condition shall escape his attention for 
any reason and the balking injectors sud- 
denly pump cold water to the' superheated 
surfaces, the likelihood of an explosion men- 
aces him,

What Exploding Boiler Means. 

What a locomotive boiler, exploding, can- 
not and may not do, never has been deter- 
mined. A few weeks ago on one of the moun- 


tain divisions of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road in West Virginia the boiler of a great 
freight engine suddenly exploded as the en- 
gineer was pulling in on a sidetrack. It tore 
away from the engine mountings and jumped 
100 feet clear ot à freight car nearby. Strik- 
ing the ground the boiler rose again for 
200 feet and fell in a farmyard, lifting a third 
time and clearing the farmhouse into an 
orchard, 500 feet from the ruins of the loco- 
motive among which both engineer and fire- 
man lay dead. 

On the New Haven road some time ago a 
locomotive going at full speed blew up, 
smashing the running gears of the engine 
Ao fragments and- landing the boiler several 
hundred feet into a cornfield. IS one would 

Holding the throttle biindly, and blindly 
trusting to “luck,” the engineer moves out 
upon his run, his life in his hands. Any one 
of a dozen. conditions may mean his death. 
He has no control over any of them. Ina 
threatened head on collision he is at such a 
height and moving at such speed as to make 
jumping almost suicidal. 

His only recourse is fatalism. He will not 
“get it till his time comes.”

Let a cloud pass over, and they are again at- 
tracted to the candle.“ Romanes thinks the 
answer is that the moon is a familiar ob-/ 
ject, the insects regard it as a matter of 
course, and so have no desire to examine it.“ 
Parker and Cole give a more reasonable ex- 
planation. The moths and gnats react to 
larger areas of light than to a point of more 
intense light. They, therefore, remain near 
the ground, on account of the bright patches 
of moonlight, instead of flying toward the 
moon; but if they come near a candle, ths 
great intensity of the light at a short dis- 
tance overcomes the reactions of the moon- 
lit areas, and the insects fly into the flame.

Bessemer steel at $50 a ton has had all the 
advantages possible against iron that can- 
not be sold with profit for less than $150 a 
ton. But with the recognition that steel in 
a hundred of its offices where speed is essen- 
tial cannot be depended upon, iron is prom- 
ised a renaissance.

Key Seat Causes Break. 

Searching for the causes of snapping of 
gteel rods and shafts that have been sub- 
jected to continuous vibrations, it is found 
in the case of car axles and machinery shafts 
that the key seat, cut into the round bar, is 
the source. This key seat is a narrow chan- 
nel of the same dimensions cut Into the wheél 
that is to be set upon the shaft. With the 
two channels matched and the wheel in place, 
a steel point squared to fit the channels and 
fill them is driven home, locking the wheel to 
the shaft or axle. 

But in the eutting of this key seat in the 
shaft the skin of the steel necessarily is 
broken. As weight and vibration are put 


upon the shaft a small check develops at one 


side of the key seat, close to the wheel, and 
as the vibration continues this slight check 
develops into a shallow crack, winding in one 
direction around the shaft and deepening 
ateadily toward the center.

Blacksmith Gets Hard Job. 

In many ways this age of steel has been 
working some of its troublesome pecullari- 
ties upon the artisan. Twenty-ffve years 
ago the village blacksmith worked almost 
Ten years ago much of his 

repairing was done in iron. Today he ‘is 
confronting the age of steel as few individ- 
uals are. The cheapness of steel as com- 
pared to iron has brought it into almost uni- 
versal use. 

With the disposition of steel to snap, the 
blacksmith is finding himself up against the 
proposition of welding steel where once he 
welded only iron.

Then the next seams are treated in 
the same manner. After the fronts and backs are tacked 
in the shoulder and underarm seams on the back are 
tacked to the @oat and the front brought over at these 
places, the edges turned in and hemmed down. It is 
blind hemmed down the fronts at back edges of facings, 
around the neck, and bottom. Be sure and have the lin- 
ing loose, or the work will have to be taken out and be 
made so. Baste the lining around the armhole; this, by 
the way, measures seventeen or eighteen inches for a 
medium sized coat sleeve. If it is a little tight, dampen 
and stretch around the front, pressing perfectly dry. 
This is usually preferable to cutting too much. The 
coat sleeve is basted together and fitted, the outside 
seam stitched and finished, and a piece of canvas on 
the bias about three inches wide stretched on the upper 
edge and the unstretched edge laid to the basting thread 
which marks the hand line. 


* * 


This canvas is carefully basted on to the sleeve and 
is then usually stitched across the upper edge twice 
for a finish. Care must be taken that this stitching 
meets exactly at the seam. The inside seam is stitched, 
notched, and pressed open. The interlining is put in, not 
letting it come, however, to within two or three inches 
of the top. It should be tacked across the top to the 
muslin, which should, in fact, have been laid next to the 
outside cloth on all pieces (thin cheesecloth, well 
shrunken, is the best). Turn up 
the lower edge of the Sleeve over 
the canvas,baste, press, and then 
turn to the wrong side, and 
catstitch to the canvas on the 
edge. Stitch up both seams of 
the sleeve lining, press the seam 
open, keep wrong side out, and, 
being sure the elbow lines of

Not only is this true in the case of girls 
who have not done any domestic work in 
the old world, but also in the case of those 
-who came to this country with experience 
as servants, and with intentions to enter 
domestic service in this country. 
compiled by the immigration committee of 
the Woman's Trade Uniom League, of which 
Mrs. Raymond Robins is president, show 
that out of the 169 girls, who, upon arrival 
im this city from Europe, gave domestic 
work as their occupation, only thirty-two 
girls entered the field of domestic service 
here. 

The rest went into factories and shops, and, 
fn all likelihood, work under worse condi- 
tions, for less pay, and get a crippled and 
erroneous view of American life which will 
temain with them the rest of their days. This, 
it is said, is due largely to influence of the 
boarding house keepers, who misrepresent 
the hardships of the life of a domestic and 
paint the life of a factory woman in rosy 
colors to the immigrant girl.

Girls Co into Speatehone. 


The motive for this is that by letting the 
immigrant become a servant, they let her 
escape from their sphere and lose a boarder. 
The hundreds of young women from Austria, 
Germany, Russia, and other European coun- 
tries who arrive in Chicago every month 
are. promptly distributed to shops and 
factories, where they are cut off from every- 
thing American, from everything that per- 
tains to the making of an American home, 
which they, as future American and 
mothers of American citizens, should know. 
Girls arriving on the west and northwest 
* gpides are swallowed up by the clothing trades 
and throng the sweatshops in these districts 
or work at home as finishers. Those who 
arrive in the stockyards district find work 
in the packing houses, while girls in other 
_ gpections of the city find work in the factories 
nearest to them. 

In the cases of many of these boarding 
house keepers, their efforts to keep the im- 
migrants away from entering domestic serv- 
fice in order to have them as boarders, are due 
te poverty. They Rave to have boarders 
in order to get along. They cannot pay the 
rent without outside assistance. The immi- 
grant girl is for them an ideal boarder, be- 

use, umable to speak the language, unac- 
quainted and helpless all around, she makes 
no demands for good treatment, good food, 
and does not know how.

We have no definite hours, and they are 


longer than the hours in the factory. The 
work, too, is harder, or at least more re- 


sponsible. 

“In the factory we learn one thing and 
keep on doing it day after day for months. 
Our minds are free ffom care and anxiety 
about the work, which is not the case in 
housework, where we have to look after hun- 
dreds of little things, and in each case are 
either harshly taught or criticised. We get 
off half a day on Sunday once in two weeks 
or 30, and then we cannot enjoy it. We don't 
know where to turn because we have been 
cut off from society. We don't know where 
to begin.

Another explanation of why the imniigrant 
girls prefer ry to house work was given 
by an old re t on the northwest side. 

They go the factory rather than seek 
work as domestics because it is the line of 
least resistance,” he said. “In the factory 
they are usually in company with men and 
women of their own country. They speak 
their own language, retain their own views, 
and in a short timé fit in nicely in their spec{al 
community, which is a sort of Europeanized 
America. They are nearer home in the fac- 
tory, while if they go to work as domestics 
they are at once confronted with all the diffi- 
culties with which the first settlers of Amer- 
ica were confronted when they met the In- 
dians here. 

“ English to the girl from the Slavic coun- 
tries is the same as the Indian dialectsto the 
first American. I remember the case of a 
Lithuanian soldier who objected to military . 
drill and walled, saying that he had lived for 

twenty years, and knew how to walk and 

even run, and here comes an officer and tells 
him that he does not walk correctly, that 
he does not know how to hold his chin and 
swing his arm. 

“The same is true of the immigrant girl. 
She comes from home fully conversant in the 
art of keeping house and bringing up chil- 
dren in accordance with the views. of her 
parents and her country. She comes with the 
expectation that here she might settle down 
as quickly as possible as a wife and mother, 
and here she is told that she does not know 

the least about housekeeping, that she has to 

learn the thing over again, that she has to 
learn it in an unknown language and from 
people who view her with curiosity rather 
than sympathy. = 


Up to the Housewife. 


“She prefers, therefore, the sweatshop or 
packing plant, where, after the day's work, 
she is an equal among her equals, and on a 
Saturday night or on a Sunday she can play 
queen to her heart's content.“ 

Hundreds of Jewish girls who arrive in 
this city object to housework for no other 
reason than a general aversion for that occu- 
pation on the part of the entire race. A do- 
mestic has for centuries been considered a 
sort of a lower creature, in a class—one 
might almost say te—by itself. A remedy 
for this state of affairs was suggested by a 
prominent member of the Women’s Trade 
Union league, who made a study of this 
subject. 

‘Domestic service is an occupation just 
like any other,“ the woman explained, and 
it is up to our American women to recognize 
this fact and deal with it as such. If a fac- 
tory needs help and cannot get it the com- 
pany offers bigger wages and better working 
conditions. Our housewives. must do thd

8 Their dolls are made with their 
own hands. Those who had a baby sister did 
not seem to care for anything additional in 
the way of dolls. Few ever have seen any 
but home made ddlls, and the doll play ceases 
by the age of 10, not for want of inclina- 
tion, but from pressure of circumstances, One 
reported that 1 cannot play with my doll. 
Mother does allow it.“ Another, 
Mather does oe wish me to play with a 
doll. She says I am too old and ought to 
help her.” Two boys ere found who were 
fond of dolls. They named them and played 
with them. They did this secretly, however, 
for fear the other boys would laugh at 
them; and both were less fond of dolls than 
when younger. One had little frocks for 
his doll, put it to bed, and had it say its 
prayera. 

Mme. Grudsinska regards it as quite possi- 
ble that the fear of being laughed at and 
ealled girlish often prevents boys from ex- 
pressing an instinctive desire to play with 
dolig. Most of the girls and one of the two 
boys sewed for their dolls. One hundred and 
fifty.of the girls sewed on dresses for their 
dolls, but only. ninety-seven made under- 
clothing for them. Those who did make the 
underclothing were all from the country. 
One child confessed that “ My doll always 
has lots of frocks, dresses, mantles, capes, 
= but few underclothes, as nobody sees 
that.“ 


One hundred and fifty girls dress and feed 
their children, only twenty speak of washing, 
combing the hair, and bathing their dolls. 
Seventeen per cent of the girls, and these the 
youngest, believe their dolls to de alive, But 
many say, “I know that my doll is a doll, 
but I often think that she feels, hears, and 
sees. I often think she is hungry or 
cold.” The poor child, especially the city 
child living in a dreary corner without light, 
sun, flowers, or trees, is dull and lacking in 
imagination. The child of well to do par- 
ents, with favorable home surroundings, with 
books and opportunities for seeing things, 
has a far better development of imagination.

Arm Exercises 3 ihe Height. 


After a person has reached maturity it is impossible 
to raise the height. except by means of arm exercises. 
There have been exceptional cases where a man or wom- 
an has been made taller by leg stretching, but the 
great majority of cases are influenced by arm eéxeér- 
cises. The arms, neck, bust, and shoulders all can be 
made to slightly expand by exercise, thus making the 
figure taller. 

While resting upon the balls of the feet after din- 
ner be sure to lift the chin and sway the head. Bend 
it backward and forward, and keep on swaying it. The 
neck plays an important part in the height. By mak- 
ing it firm one readily can add quite a trifle to one’s 
height.

Sweating to Reduce the Weight. 


The wearing of a coat of rubber next to the skin is 
one of the best ways of sweating the skin. But it is 
not without its drawbacks. The rubber is expensive, 


‘for it must be fitted to the waist and the hips, and 


there are women who grow il when trying to wear it. 
They walk, get chilled, take cold, and contract rheuma- 
tism. Others can wear this rubber coat, or blanket, or 
blouse, or jacket, as it is variously called, with success. 

There is an abdominal belt used by French physical 
gulturists for the reduction of their women pupils. 
It is made of leather and it is fitted to the ribs, the 
waist, and the abdomen. The inner side is coated with 
a special preparation which sweats the skin even while 
it feeds it. An American woman paid a fine price for 
the recipe for making one of these leather belts. But, 
when she opened the paper upon which it was written, 
she was surprised to find the ingredients of the simplest. 

A wide Delt of leather first must be made to fit the 
waist. Then the inner side must be ftrotled with a prep- 
aration of mutton tallow and beeswax. When the coat- 
ing is sufficiently thick the belting is put away to har- 
den, a process which takes about two hours. The delt 
now is ready to be worn. It must be put on next to the 
skin, and the patient dons her gymnastic suit over it. 
She then takes the mest vigorous physical culture 
exercise while her waist line, her hips, and her abdomen 
eweat violently. The preéess is one that is said to re 
duce the waist line, but it must be taken at the pa 
tient's own risk, for it is severe. Still, it can not be in 
itself injurious, and the woman who wants te get thin 
will probably succeed if she follows this régime.

Would Build Invincible Armada. 

These comparisons are staggering enough, perhaps, 
but when the amount of money spent for automobiles 
in the United States is considered they dwindle into 
insignificance. The amount spent for horseless ve- 
hicles in the United States since the automobile be- 
came fashionable would pay the national debt twice 
over. The sum represented by the automobiles now 
in use in the United States would more than pay the 
present debts of Uncle Sam, which amount to $989,- 
866,772. It would also build 250 battleships at a cost 
of $4,000,000 each. 

The foregoing figures and comparisons are based 
on estimates made by Chicago dealers and manufac- 
turers of automobiles. Five dealers estimated that 
the total cost of the automobiles in the United States 
amounted to over $1,000,000,000. They declared that 
$1,600,000,000 would not be an extravagant figure based 
on the output and sales of the different factories. Sev- 
eral dealers said the figure would reach 32,000,000, 000, 
enough to buy the Standard Oil company and a few 
railroads thrown in for good measure. By members 
of the Chicago Automobile club it was estimated that 
the cost of the cars now owned in Chicago was ap- 
proximately $20,000,000 and that $10,000,000 worth of 
cars had been laid aside, consigned to the junk pile, 
traded for new ones, or in some other way had gone out 
of use oa Chicago's streets.

As you go along the streets millions of dollars’ 
worth of motor cars fly by you. In a day you will 
pass on your way downtown $1,000,000 worth of cars. 


' Standing at one point on the Lake Shore drive on Sun- 


day you will be passed by $5,000,000 or perhaps $10,- 
000,000 worth of steel and machinery and enamel. 
One-third of the people of Chicago, perhaps half of 
the people of Chicago, do not accumulate as much 
money in the span of their lives as several hundred 
Chicagoans have paid for their automobiles. 

The number of cars owned by Chicagoans is esti- 
mated variously from 6,000 to 7,500. The exact num- 
ber is not known, but a number of Chicagoans own 
several cars. They own a touring car for family use, 
an electric stanhope or victoria for the use of their 
wives, and two or three small cars for their own use 
in going to and from business. A number of Chi- 
cago’s millionaires have three or four touring cars, 
each one of which cost from $7,500 to $12,500. 

The most magnificent automobile in Chicago is 
owned by John W. Kennedy. Mr. Kennedys car cost 
the snug sum of $17,500 as it now stands with its 
handsome body and limousine top. It is equipped for 
long tours and nothing has been forgotten by the 
manufacturer to add to the convenience of the trav- 
ler or to lessen the hardsifips of the journey.
